There'd be little danger of an over-pack of any 
variety of canned vegetables if the canning of seconds 
were discontinued. 


Another article has been added to the long list of 
products packed in cans. This time it is soap. 

The “National Food Magazine” declares that re- 
newed efforts to cause the annulment of the national 
pure food law are being made. The “National Food 
Magazine” has a habit of “seein’ things.” 


The average quality of the tomato pack will be 
raised. quickly and materially just as soon as the 
jobbers show a willingness to pay a fair difference in 
price between standards and off standards. 


A large majority of reports from Tri-States packers 
speak of the tomato acreage as much less than last 
year's. This fact may have important consequences, 
for Maryland, Delaware, and New Jersey, last season 
packed considerably, more than half the country’s total 
output. 

*K *k * 

The reports of Dun’s and Bradstreet’s commercial 
agencies leave nothing to complain of. Their tone 
continues highly encouraging for increased commercial 
and industrial activity, which means larger consump- 
tion of commodities this fall and winter. Dun’s weekly 
survey of conditions in the Chicago district says: 
“Crop reports remain uniformly good, particularly as 
to corn, and this prospect of an unprecedented addi- 
tion to the purchasing power is construed as favorable 
to capital investment and renewed enterprise in com- 
mercial channels. Freight movements, both east and 
west, now draw more exhaustively upon available 
equipment, and grain marketings are exceptionally 
large and promise to continue so for months.” Brad- 
street’s report on conditions throughout the country 
states: “That the general business situation is essen- 
tially sound is also evidenced by the comparatively 
small number of business suspensions and the lightest 
monthly failure liabilities witnessed for three years.” 
Dun’s, in commenting on trade conditions the country 
over, notes that “Every important development of the 
week confirms the revival of trade, which set in even 
with the tariff under discussion, and which has no 
vital obstacle to oppose it now that the tariff bill has 
passed both houses of congress and has become a law.”

ROFESSOR LADD, Food Commissioner of 
North Dakota, in No. 13 of Volumne 1 of the 
special bulletin of the North Dakota Food De- 
partment, sides with the canners in holding that 

cases of ptomaine poisoning are due to somebody’s 

carelessness in the handling of canned goods rather 
than to anything wrong with the goods themselves. 

He says: 

There have been frequent cases of reported ptomaine pois- 
oning. In every instance where we have been able to follow 
the history of the case, we have found that where canned 
produets were used, the can had been opened and a portion 
of the contents used and then Jater the harmful results had 
come from the use of the product which had remained in the 
can. 

No eanned product of any kind should be permitted to re- 
main for any length of time in the can after it is once 
opened. Decomposition is almost sure to set in and in the 
absence of sufficient air, toxic bodies are formed which re- 
sult in ptomaine poisoning when the food is eaten. 

Nearly every case of ptomaine poisoning is due to careless- 
ness. There are a few instances, however, that come to our 
notice where canned goods were used when the tops of the 
cans were bulged, indicating that the products were not of an 
edible nature. This is the fault of the packer in not prop- 
erly sterilizing his products. One jobber recently informed 
us, that of 1,000 cases, 250 cases of tomatoes were found to 
be spoiled. If these are put upon the market and are used 
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Prof. Ladd on Ptomaines 


without the knowledge of the harm that may come, certainly 
we may expect cases of ptomaine poisoning. 

THE CANNER is pleased to know that Professor 
Ladd, regarded by many packers as one who has done 
much to injure the canning industry, has issued a 
statement of this kind on the subject of ptomaines. 
It backs up what canners have all along contended, 
that the people themselves and not the packers or the 
packers’ products are to blame when illness develops 
after eating foods taken from tin cans. A portion of 
the public needs to be taught how to handle canned 
goods, and we hope that Professor Ladd’s remarks 
will be very generally copied in the North Dakota 
newspapers. 

While it is true that swelling occurs when the con- 
tents of cans have not been thoroughly sterilized, and 
is in a sense the “fault of the packer,” yet no packer 
would knowingly ship out under-processed goods, for 
the simple and sufficient reason that in every contract 
covering the sale of canned goods there is a guaranty 
clause which protects the buyer, hence when swells 
appear the loss falls upon the canner, in the event 
that the goods swell within the period specified in the 
contract, which usually is six months. When swells 
do not occur inside of six months from the date of 
packing, they rarely occur at all. 


New and Old 


EWLY packed canned goods are coming into 
market. Arriving, they find that on the retail- 
ers’ shelves are still a good many goods of the 
old season's pack; and the presence of the old 

goods has a strong tendency to check the movement of 
the product which is fresh from the canneries. 

The retailer is the man who is responsible for the 
obstruction to a freer movement of new goods into 
consumption. He blocks the way with the old to- 
matoes, corn, peas, fruits, etc., which stand upon his 
shelves, frequently enshrouded with several layers of 
dust. 

He could move the old goods pretty quickly—but 
rarely is he willing to make the necessary small sacri- 


fice. Instead of conceding something to the consumer 
in the matter of price and thus offering an inducement 
which in a short space of time would put the goods 
into consumption, the retailer, notwithstanding that a 
new pack is crowding upon him, pursues the old, nar- 
row policy (discarded by the really big modern mer- 
chants) and holds up the old price. Usually the re- 
tailer is too blind, too ignorant, or too close to see 
that it would be good merchandising on his part to 
sacrifice something on the old goods just to get them 
out of the way, in order to make room for newer, 
fresher stock, in cleaner, brighter, more: attractive 
packages. 
In this respect the retailer needs reforming. 





REPORTED BIG HAWAIIAN PINEAPPLE DEAL. 


It is reported from Honolulu that James B. Castle 
has acquired control of the Consolidated Pineapple 
Company at Wahiawa. This company is, next to the 
Hawaiian Pineapple Company, the largest one of the 
kind in the islands. Its pack last season was over 
50,000 cases and for the year 1909 will be nearly twice 
as large. L. G. Kellogg, who has heretofore been 
manager of the Consolidated, has resigned and James 


L. Dowling, who is manager of the Castle companies 
in Koolau, has been appointed general manager of the 
Consolidated company. 


CONTRACT WITH TOBACCO COMPANY. 

It is reported that the American Can Company has 
secured a contract from the American Tobacco Com- 
pany covering practically all of the tin packing cans 
used by the latter. 








Boxes Travel on 
Four Per Cent Grade

Tomatoes.—-The market continues very quiet here, with 
No. 3s standard tomatoes quoted at 75¢ to 77%4e per doz., 
delivered Chicago, for 1909 packing. The market on western 
packing tomatoes is firmer today. The crop on the whole 
isn’t in as good shape and in consequence the views of the 
packers have stiffened somewhat. Future western packing 
No. 3 standard tomatoes are quoted at present generally at 
75¢ f. o. b. factory. We hear a quotation of $2.25 per doz., 
f. o. b. factory on 1909 packing Indiana No. 10s, standard 
quality, and No. 10 future Indiana extra standard tomatoes, 
in sanitary cans, at 90c, factory; No. 3 whole tomatoes, $1 
f. o. b. Indiana factory. 

The tomato crop outlook in Indiana, according to direct 
reports received by THE CANNER is not as bright now as it 
was. There is general complaint from Indiana packers of 
very poor first setting and little fruit on the vines. In 
Southern Indiana this condition of the crop is due to the 
fact that there was too much rain, and our reports say that 
there was also too much rain throughout Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, which States, as it appears now, are not likely to 
pack as many tomatoes as in 1908. Reports on Missouri are 
too incomplete to warrant us in drawing a conclusion at this 
time as regards the condition of the tomato crop in that 
State as a whole. Such advices as we have received from 
New Jersey are favorable. In New York State the drouth 
has been getting in its work on tomatoes, and we have re- 
ceived a number of very unfavorable reports from New 
York canners, several of whom complain of scarcity of fruit 
on the vines. In Maryland there is very general complaint 
of drouth, which has continued long enough in that section 
of the country to cut down the receipts of raw tomatoes 
at Baltimore, making a stronger market there, where pack-

ing commenced some days since. The market at Baltimore 
is decidedly stiffer, directly traceable to the tomato crop 
outlook. A private advice from Baltimore to THE CANNER 
says that ‘‘Many packers will sell no more futures at pres- 
ent, preferring to await developments as to the crop. An 
increase in the buying will assuredly result in an advane- 
ing market. 

Corn.—Corn has about held its own during the week re- 
viewed. Packers’ prices on both old corn and futures are 
virtually the same as previously reported in this column, 
notwithstanding that there is a very quiet market at the 
moment. We hear of nothing in a standard grade, western 
packing, either spot or future, quoted from any State at 
under 60e f. o. b. factory. 

The corn crop needs rain, and in many sections needs it 
badly. Maine appears to be an exception, as reports from 
that State continue to note conditions favorable for the 
sweet corn crop. In Maryland corn is suffering for lack of 
moisture, so much so that a report states that the yield of 
sweet corn will be heavily reduced unless rain falls within 
a very few days. New York State corn is in need of rain. 
In Iowa the sweet corn is feeling the effects of the con- 
tinued dry weather, and in many localities in that State the 
prospects have been lessened considerably. Some of the 
Iowa corn is reported ruined already. See the direct reports 
in THe CANNER’S correspondence columns this week. In Illi 
nois the condition of the sweet corn, judging from late ad- 
vices from several scattered points, is very good, but taking 
the crop the country over, the promise isn’t so good as it 
was a short time ago, while there will be a further shrinkage 
in the outlook unless there comes a break in the dry spell 
in the afflicted districts. 

Asparagus.—It is reported that there will be short deliv 
eries of California asparagus, possibly 20 to 25 per cent on 
several of the best grades. We understand that there is a 
small surplus of large sizes of green and soup tips. The total 
California pack of asparagus was below expectations. 

Fruits.—Late reports from California state that there has 
been some excitement on apricots and peaches on the Coast, 
and we hear that practically all the packers are either sold 
out or oversold on second apricots and second pears, and 
that many of them have sold out of all grades of these 
varieties. It is rumored, in fact, that prices have been ad 
vanced by some Coast canning interests 10¢ per dozen on all 
grades of apricots.

straight. On account of the heavy demand from Europe, 
practically all of the canners are ‘‘over a barrel’’ on second 
pears, and they will have great difficulty in packing suffi- 
cient to fill their orders. A number of packers are sold 
out of standard apricots and quite a few have sold their es- 
timated pack of standard pears. There is no change in the 
peach market as yet, but on account of the situation on 


other fruits, we confidently expect higher prices very soon 
on peaches of all grades, and we say to those who have not 
bought sufficient California canned fruits to give the situa- 
tion their immediate attention and buy now all the Califor- 
nia canned fruits they will need for the next twelve months, 

Current quotations on Michigan peaches are as follows, 
f. o. b. factory less freight allowance: No. 2% select peeled 
yellow peaches, 10-degree syrup, $1.25; No. 2% standard un- 
peeled yellow pies, 7244c; No. 10, $2.25. Only a limited 
stock of 1909 packing Michigan small fruits remain unsold 
in the hands of packers in that State. Some quotations on 
Michigan berries are as follows: No. 2 black raspberries, 
$4.40; No. 10 standard red raspberries, $5.25; No. 10 stand- 
urd strawberries, $4.25; No. 10 standard gooseberries, $4.40; 
No. 2, 824¢; No. 10 standard blackberries, $3.75; No. 2, 
80e; No. 2 blackberries in syrup, $1.15, all f. 0. b. factory. 

Peas.—The pea pack in Wiscoinsin and Michigan, likewise 
New York State, is ending with an undoubted material 
shortage as compared with the output last season. This is 
indicated by efforts of packers to buy from other canners to 
make up shortages on certain grades; but the Chicago job- 
bers are not taking many peas at present and they make a 
showing of indifference toward all excepting fancies, unless 
they can find a packer of lower grades who is willing to 
meet their views. Buyers here, however, are wanting fan- 
cies. Their outward indifference toward the cheaper grades 
tends to create the old situation; that is, to force the packer 
to carry the goods or else to sacrifice them, and there are 
rumors of one or two packers showing a willingness to sell 
their cheapest peas at pretty low figures, too low for this 
time of year, and following reduced output. We have heard 
this week of a number of Wisconsin pea packers who were 
short on certain grades seeking to buy from other packers. 
Where shortage has occurred it is mostly in the fancy grades, 
although we heard of one Wisconsin packer who was in the 
market last week for some 5,000 or 6,000 cases of both fine 
and cheaper qualities. The eastern jobbers have not so far 
been buying many peas in the West, outside of, brands which 
are established, but it is practically certain that they will 
have to come west for peas later on, in all probability within 
sixty days, provided, of course, there is no downward ten- 
deney to prices. 

Apples.—-The market is stronger on apples. No. 10 Mich- 
igan standard packing spots are quoted at $2.50 Chicago, 
and No. 10 Michigan standard futures at $2.35 factory. 
New York packers have almost all withdrawn offerings of 
1909 fruit, because of the very unfavorable crop outlook in 
that State. Advices state that the best that can be ex- 
pected for New York’s apple crop is 50 per cent of a full 
vield. We know of no New York packers who are offering 
any apples at this time. Recently, however, gallons were 
traded in in New York City on the basis of $2.50 per doz. 

Beans.—We hear the following prices quoted in New York 
State on 1909 packing green refugee beans, f. o. b. factory, 
less 15e freight allowance: No. 1 grade, $1.50; No. 2, $1.25; 
No. 3, $1; No. 4, 85e; No. 2 can cut grade green refugees, 
80e. Michigan No. 1 grade fancy green refugee beans are 
quoted at $1.50 for No. 2 cans, $7.15 for No. 10s, and No. 2 
grade, $1.25 for No. 2s, $6.15 for No. 10s; No. 3 grade, $1 for 
No. 2s, $4.25 for No. 10s; No. 4 grade, 80¢ for No. 2s, $3.25 
for No. 10s; cut grade fancy green refugee beans, 70¢ for 
No. 2s, $3 for No. 10s, f. o. b. factory, less 15¢ freight 
allowance.

igan fancy cut wax beans, $3.25; No. 2 standard Wisconsin 
cut wax, 65c. 

Sardines.—The market on domestic sardines is very quiet 
and weak. A great many stories are afloat concerning low 
prices, but they are difficult to run down and are usually 
found to lack basis of fact. No actual business at lower 
than $2 f. o. b. factory for well known brands of 4 oil 
domestic sardines and *4 mustards at $2.10 to $2.15 has 
come to our knowledge. Referring to imported oil sardines, 
Strohmeyer & Arpe in their last weekly report state that 
‘*Conditions have not improved since our last report and 
fishing still continues very poorly.’’ Regarding Portuguese 
sardines they say: ‘‘There is still no catch of small fish. 
They are only eatching large fish and not in any great quan- 
tity.’’ On Norwegian smoke sardines prices remain high, 
and it is not considered possible that there will be any lower 
prices this season. 

Salmon.—Still no opening prices on new packing Alaska 
red salmon or Puget Sound sockeyes, and it may be several 
days before the opening figures are put out. In this con- 
nection The Canner has the following private advice from 
the Pacific Coast: ‘‘1909 prices should be named now al- 
most any day, especially on Alaska reds and other grades. 
There may be some delay in sockeyes, as the season has not 
progressed sufficient’ for canners to be able competently to 
size up the situation.’’ Guesses on what the opening prices 
on red Alaska No. 1 talls will vary from $1.35 to $1.45. The 
pack of sockeyes on Puget Sound has been disappointing so 
far and the prospect is for a trivial shortage in the total 
pack, as the season will last only about a couple of weeks 
more as compared with this date last year. The pack is 
much below 1908. Reports also indicate a small pack on the 
Columbia river. The spot market continues very firm, with 
supplies éxtremely light. The association salmon pack is re- 
ported in advices by cable from Behring sea to be 10 per 
cent less than last year, and the pack of other companies 
even more than 10 per cent short. It is not now considered 
that there is a chance of packing on Puget Sound the quan- 
tity of fish that was expected. 





| Dried Fruit Market 








Spot evaporated apples are very well cleaned up, but trad- 
ing here is light at present. Quotations on spot evaporated 
are as follows: Prime, 7e per lb.; choice, 744¢; extra choice, 
9c; fancy, 10e and extra faney, 1144c. The market on apple 
waste is decidedly firmer. Jelly manufacturers are virtually 
out of stock and have bid the market up to 2%e to 2%e for 
spot stock. 

Peaches.—Prices current 
5 we per lb.; extra choice, 6c; fancy, 7e to 74 ¢; extra fancy, 
Se to 8lhe. 

Apricots.—The spot Chicago market is quoted as follows: 
Standard grade, 8%e per Ib.; choice, 94¢ to 9%4e; extra 
choice, 10e to 10\4¢; fancy quality, lle to 11\%e. 

Prunes.—Coast reports indicate an unsettled market on 
future prunes, due, it is stated, to brokers’ efforts to interest 
the buyers who have placed very few orders as yet for new 
fruit. 


Raisins—The raisin market is quiet, with prices in Chi- 
cago unchanged, about as follows: Choice, seeded, 6%4¢ per

Reports are coming in from various sections stating that 
dry weather and insects are seriously injuring cabbage and 
pickle vines. In western New York there is great lack of 
rain, and cabbage lice are damaging the plants to a very 
serious extent. In other sections the cabbage crop looks 
The same will apply to pickles. In Michigan receipts 
are good and the plants look thrifty. In the northern coun- 
ties of Illinois the yield is light and the acreage short. There 
is little or no change in the market, mediums being offered 
at $4.75 f. 0. b. factory. Sauerkraut, 40-gal. casks, spot ship- 
ment, new goods, $8; September-October shipment, $5 f. o. b, 
Chicago. 

Ohio and western New York kraut manufacturers have 
withdrawn prices. Insects and dry weather have combined 
to injure the cabbage plants to a considerable extent. 

The Kraut Manufacturers’ Association met on Monday at 
Cedar Point, Ohio. There was a large attendance, and prices 
were withdrawn by all the members. Rain is badly needed, 
and unless it comes within the next ten days it is stated 
that the cabbage will not be over 50 per cent of a crop on 
the average.

CHILI PEPPERS. 

There are several varieties of Chili peppers, but only 
two are grown commercially in California. One of 
these, the bright red, called the Long Red, having 
pods from six to ten inches long and pointed, is the 
best known; while the very dark cone-shaped chili, 
usually known as the Mexican chili, is not so com- 
monly grown. 

Chilis are most successfully grown on rich sandy 
loam, which does not form a crust after water has 
been run over it; but it is not best to grow chilis more 
than two years in succession on even the best of soils 
without fertilizing or plowing in a cover crop. The 
chili roots are shallow feeders and draw heavily on the 
plant food near the surface. 

Great care should be taken in selecting seed so as to 
have as few non-producing plants as possible, as well 
as to have the most profitable plants. The seed should 
be taken from that part of the field producing the best 
and earliest ripening plants. One pound of good seed 
will furnish plants for two and one-half acres.—Rural 
Californian.

Extra standards have been 
called for quite a good deal, but goods that will grade extra 
are not obtainable. 

Several reports from packers received during the week indi- 
cate that crop prospects are not as’ bright as might be; that 
while the vines are healthy looking, there is not much fruit 
on them and the yield from the first setting will be exceed- 
ingly light. However, some say that while there are not many 
tomatoes on the vines at present, the plants are blooming and 
with continued weather like we have been having lately, there 
will be a bumper crop, although packing will be later than 
last year. 

Futures are still dull. There is no demand and on the 
other hand no pressure on the part of canners to sell. Quota- 
tions of 75¢ factory have not been shaded that we can learn, 

The best sellers we have on our list ‘at present are; peas. 
The demand is excellent and the difficulty now is to find the 
goods to deliver. Packers are about cleaned up when it comes 
to marrowfats and Junes, which grades are most in demand 
and have only the higher grades left to offer. Owing to the 
fact that peas in Indiana were affected by the rains, the 
quality is, in many cases, below the average output. Peas 
may be quoted at 55e to 60¢ for marrows, 60¢ to 65¢ for Junes, 
and about 70¢ for sifted. 

There has been, if anything, a weakening in corn. The 
prospects are for a large crop, and in view of this condition 
buying is rather light. Indications. are for a good pack, in 
spite of the reduced acreage.

Portland, Me., Aug. 7, 1909. 
Epiror CANNER: Generally speaking, conditions “remain 


favorable to growing crops. Occasional showers have done 
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much good, although some sections of the state have had none 
to speak of. The weather has been warm and seasonable, 
hence corn, in particular, has done well. My information this 
season comes as it will from all sources, in much more direct 
form by and from packers direct, who can now use automobiles 
and see for themselves. The average farmer is an average 
grumbler, and, looking through his spectacles, there never was 
and never will be a good crop. 

A consensus of opinion leads to the conclusion that packing 
should begin this year about one week later than last. Plant- 
ing was late, but unusually favorable conditions have brought 
this about. There have been no sales of spot or future 
of enough importance to note. 

I heard of one offer on future No. 10 apples at $2.25 per 
dozen, but this is not general. A packer who names a price 
before the real facts are patent takes a gambling chance, and 
his buyer takes his. It always looked to me in such cases as if 
the game depended upon which of the two held most cards 
up his sleeve. My impression has been that we shall have an 
average crop, possibly and probably less, but this impression 
is a mere guess, unsupported by proved facts, hence is worth- 
less. 

L believe that we shall have a full erop of blueberries, 
but I also believe that the demand is not as large as in 
former years. The word ‘‘blueberry’’ printed on a label 
neither adds a seed nor takes away one from the whortleberry, 
but it has taken away many a customer. Prices range from 
$1 to $1.10 per dozen. 

The successful efforts of Portland’s leading packer of 
lobsters in about filling contracts in face of such destruction 
of traps by gales and icebergs as occurred this spring is much 
appreciated by the trade. 

The sardine situation would puzzle anyone but a Solomon or 
an ignoramus. The merry war goes on between some who 
will compete only with the poorest packing at the cheapest 
price. It will continue this way until buyers cease to take 
goods of poor quality, or encourage a war of destruction. It 
is time both price and quality were raised. 

The demand for clams continues in a small way, although 
prices remain low, all the result of competition on cheap 
packings, thus working to the injury of all. 

General business is improving, and there is a feeling of relief 
now Congress has adjourned. We know the worst, or think we 
do, until the expert juggler at the custom house interprets the 
law. Everyone recognizes the fact that we start anew on a 
prosperous season with prices all too low, and nothing but 
improvement in sight. It is time for the honeybee—the days 
of the drone are over. INDEX.

Epiror CANNER: Interest among cannerymen and brokers 
is intense at the present time in returns that are coming in 
from the various packing districts, and it is difficult to turn 
their minds to anything but the size of the packs and the 
bearing they will have upon the coming year’s market.

EpIToR CANNER: Business in all lines is more or less quiet, 
depending upon the general trade situation for its stimulus. 
Most holders are firm in their views, refusing to concede much 
in the way of prices, but often allowing a sale to be made at 
some reduction, provided it was large enough to make it worth 
while. Meanwhile buyers are confident of reduced prices in 
some of the leading commodities and refuse to consider requests 
for purchases at present quotations. The deadlock is quite as 
serious as it has been and has a tendency to limit movement 
to the actual daily requirements of buyers. 

According to advices from Baltimore, the tomato pack has 
been light thus far, and as the cost of production is increas- 
ing by reason of the crop shortage, the market is strong and 
the tendency of prices is upward. Some letters from Maryland 
say the crop there will be at least 40 per cent short, owing 
to reduced acreage, late spring and drouth. It is said by 
some good authorities that standard 3s cannot be packed at 
70e and pay the canner for his work. Buyers are holding 
off, picking up a car here and there, and always looking for 
the lowest possible price. Strictly standard spot goods are 
held firmly up to 67%4c regular terms, f. 0. b. factory. A 
few lots of fair stock can be bought here as low as 65¢, but 
it is denied by those who buy that it is full standard. Several 
thousand cases of spot Maryland gallons have been sold at 
$1.85 for local distribution. This price was net, but most 
packers refuse to cut $1.90. For future Marylands $2 is said 
to be the inside price. New Jersey gallons are not offered in 
any quarter, so far as can be learned. 

Corn is firm, owing to the uncertain outlook for the coming 
pack. No business of importance has been done in any variety 
the past week, and conditions have not changed materially. 
Holders of Southern Maine style refuse to accept anything 
below 65¢ regular terms, f. o. b. factory. This applies to 
spot and future delivery. Holders of other grades are equally 
firm, and as buyers are not quite ready to operate, the situation 
presents no features of importance. 

The situation in peas remains unchanged. It is reported, 
as has been previously pointed out, that the pack in this state 
will be reduced, but no one seems competent to say how exten- 
sive that reduction may be. That it will be considerable seems 
sure, but aside from this general statement it is impossible to 
secure further information. Holders are not making conces- 
sions. No. 2s ana 3s Alaska in the better grades have received 
more attention of late and the market is firm. Up to $1.35, 
delivered, is asked for No. 2 state. Some No. 3s of state or 
western packing might be bought for 95c, f. 0. b. factory. 

The market for domestic sardines is unsettled and easy.

GROWERS OF ALL KINDS OF SEFD AND PEAS FOR CANNERS 
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Advices from Eastport are to the effect that fish are running 
more freely and packers have been able to supply their insistent 
demands and accumulate some surplus. The market for quar- 
ter-oils is easy and it is rumored that some packers will shade 
$2, f. o. b. Eastport, considerably. 

Nothing definite can be learned regarding the run of Puget 
Sound sockeye salmon. At the beginning of the week repre- 
sentatives of one large canning concern had advices that 
100,000 fish had been packed on Monday, but others were not 
so fortunate, and so far as information can be obtained here 
it would seem that the supply of fish has been very unsatis- 
factory and the pack thus far has been light. The run in 
the Columbia is said to be light, and with the end of the 
season in sight nothing but a shortage can be predicted. Red 
Aiaska will, it is said, turn out much as it did in 1908, ex- 
cepting in the Bering sea district, where the pack is falling 
off a bit. Prices are still held firmly up to $1.3744, with the 
exception of one place where 2,000 cases have been offered at 
$1.35. Pinks are quiet and the market is unchanged. 

Nearly all New York packers have withdrawn quotations 
on gallon apples owing to the unfavorable crop conditions. 
The best that can be expected is said to be a 50 per cent crop, 
and some estimates go as low as 30 per cent. The greatest 
shortage is reported in Baldwins, which are said to be only 
about 10 per cent of a normal yield. Pennsylvania, which 
has been developing something of a business in gallons, will 
do next to nothing this year, as there are virutally no canning 
apples in that state. Some say that the situation in Maine 
is equally as bad; others deny the statement. It is said 
that the entire crop of Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
will fall 40 per cent below the average. Recent offers of $2.10 
to $2.15 were refused and it is more and more difficult to 
interest Maine packers at $2.20 regular terms, f. o. b. factory, 
though some business has been done at the latter price. 
Maryland gallons are firm and the demand for both state 
and Maine gallons is reported active. Buyers will scarcely 
meet sellers’ views, and inasmuch as holders will not make 
concessions, trading is very light. 

In California fruits there is no change. Business is done 
ac about full prices, but movement is light and apparently 
restricted to regular requirement from day to day.

Baltimore, Md., Aug. 9, 1909. 

Epiror CANNER: The chief feature in the canned goods 
situation last week was the strong advance made by No. 2 
blackberries, and the end is not yet in sight. For some time 
I have been calling attention to the shortage in this particular 
line. Will you permit me to copy two or three extracts from 
recent letters I have written you? 

In my letter of July 19th I wrote as follows: 

‘*Blackberries have advanced 2'%4ec per dozen, although some 
packers will not sell below 60c and talk about a 70¢ market as 
a probability in the fall.’’ 

In my letter of July 26th I said: 

‘*The blackberry season is now closed and the pack is the 
lightest that has been known since 1904. If it were not for 
the fact that some stock has been carried over from 1908 we 
would have today a 70e to 75c market instead of 55¢ to 60c. 
Many buyers, however, have not as yet bought their needs and 
as the summer advances and old stocks get cleaned up we are 
likely to see a 65e market for strictly new goods, for not only

put up from 3,000 to 8,000 cases of these goods have this 
year only succeeded in getting packed from 1,500 to 2,500, 
thus showing a shortage all around.’’ 

In my letter of August 2nd I wrote: 

‘*In my last I called special attention to the blackberry 
situation. Since writing that letter 1 have had occasion to 
canvass this market very thoroughly, and I find that unsold 
stocks are smaller than | thought. 1 question seriously if Bal 
timore and vicinity can foot up a stock of 15,000 cases of 
standard No. 2 blackberries, and this is a very small quantity 
to be held at the close of the season. Last year at this time 
there were probably 4,000 or 50,000 cases held in this terri- 
tory. It is well to remember that this old stock has been 
absorbed’ as well as a great percentage of the 1909 pack, and 
tne season closes with a mere bagatelle on hand. I look for a 
strong advance on this line in the very near future.’ 

The market is now 65¢ to 70¢ and looks like going to S0c 
to 85e before the first of October. There is practically no 
stock of blackberries held in Baltimore, and as many buyers 
have not yet secured their needs, a further advance is certain. 

Another line of small fruits that will surprise buyers in the 
near future is red cherries. Stocks are very light, with many 
buyers yet to purchase. The market today is 70¢ to 75c, with 
very few people willing to sell at 70c. 

We have had another dry week, no rain having fallen since 
August 1, and then only about one-sixth of an inch. Tomatoes 
and corn are both suffering, the last mentioned crop being 
in a very critical condition. Unless we have rain this week 
the yield of corn in this vicinity will certainly be cut down 
at least 50 per cent. Some packers even now are afraid they 
will not be able to turn a wheel, although they had considerable 
acreage out, and quite a number of them are trying to buy 
from fellow packers, so that they can cover their own future 
sales. The market on standard Maine style is 65¢ to 70e for 
spot shipment, and there is really no market on futures, be- 
cause most of the packers have withdrawn prices. 

More tomatoes were packed last week than the previous 
week, but the quality still remains only fair on account of 
the dry and hot weather. The price of raw tomatoes advanced 
5e per bushel, and there is no prsopect of any lower figure 
this week, because the demand from the packers seems to be 
greater than the supply. Evidently some of the boys are 
seared about tomato prospects and think it well to get up 
what stock they can, even at 40¢ to 45¢ per bushel. Rain is 
badly needed by tomatoes, and if it does not come this week 
we are likely to see a still higher market for raw fruit. The 
demand for the canned article was good last week at from 
70e to 72%e per dozen for spot shipment, and the same 
figures for futures. 

A few peaches are being packed, but there are not enough 
obtained by all the packers combined to keep two of the 
larger houses running steadily. There is no change, however, 
to report in the market, as buyers refuse to be enthused over 
the peach situation. In my opinion second yellow No. 3 at 
$1.05 are cheap, for when buyers do begin to take hold it will 
soon develop that there will be a light pack at high cost. 

The demand for the general line was good, being distributed 
pretty well all through the list, but particularly for cheap 
peas, string beans, sauer kraut, pears, apples, blackberries and 
small fruits generally. TARTAR.

Epirok CANNER: The first car of new crop apricots arrived 
during the week, but was sold in advance at good prices, so its 
contents did not come upon the open market. The quality is 
exceptionally good. Upon the arrival of the car a good in 
quiry began, but as the receiver had none to offer out of this 
shipment, those who wanted only a few were disappointed. 
Spot goods are going into consumption slowly. Prices are 
little more than nominal in the absence of important demand.

CONSIDER PRESENT PRICES ON EVAPORATED AP. 
PLES IN BUYERS’ FAVOR. 


Otto Hartman, of the well known firm of Hartman 
& Burns, of Rochester, N. Y., is in Chicago visiting 
the local trade. While here Mr. Hartman is making 
his headquarters with Messrs. T. J. O'Byrne & Co., 42 
River street. In an interview on Tuesday with a rep- 
resentative of THe CANNER Mr. Hartman discussed 
the apple situation as follows: 

“The apple crop of New York state will be fully 4o 
per cent short as compared with the quantity produced 
last year. The apples up to the present time are very 
small and the prevailing dry weather will have a ten- 
dency to curtail still further the production. 

“Further sales, especially for export, have been very 
large and these have been made mostly at 8 cents 
f. o. b., Western New York for prime grade, and 8% 
to g cents for choice grade. The supply of fancy evap- 
orated apples will be scarce, and these are quotable and 
salable at around g'4 to 10 cents. 

“Green apple men will prove active competition this 
fall, and we think that their action in bidding for fruit 
will compel the evaporators to pay the highest prices 
of many years for green stock. 

“Carry-over amounts to practically nothing. There 
are only a few cars of good quality in storage today 
and the other stock is mostly of inferior grade and will 
not cut any figure whatever on new crop goods. We 
consider present prices are strictly in buyers’ favor in 
view of the shortage of the crop, together with in- 
creased demand for evaporated apples, and look for a 
steady market and higher prices as the season ad- 
vances. 

Demand for chopped apples and apple waste is also 
very active; Europe buying largely, and domestic trade 
is also buying some, and as the price of cider apples 
will undoubtedly be very high, the large vinegar manu- 
facturers will buy large percentage of the production.

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REPORTED ATTACK ON ALUM IN CUCUMBERS. 


PICKLE MAN BRANDS ALLEGED INTERVIEW 
‘‘ABSURD.’’ 


Much interest was created by the dispatch from 
Washington, D. C., dated August 8 and published in 
the Chicago Record-Herald of Monday, August 9, on 
the subject of Dr. Wiley’s views on the use of alum on 
cucumber pickles, attributing to the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry statements in this connection which 
the pickle trade brand as not only incorrect but ridi 
culous. The dispatch, as published in the Regord- 
Herald, was as follows: 

Washington, Aug. 8.—Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief chemist 
of the Agricultural Department and guardian of the pure 
food laws, has started a erusade against embalmed cucum 


bers and gherkins inoculated with alum. He asserts that 
withered and half-spoiled cucumbers are given generous 


hypodermics of alum and, under its magic influence, the once 
soft, soggy and generally disreputable pickle of commerce 
is plumped out, rejuvenated and becomes so pleasing to the 
eye that few persons can resist its alluring attractiveness. 

Although the board of food and drug inspection has had 
the question of the use of alum as a preservative under con 
sideration for several weeks, no decision has yet been given. 

Meanwhile Dr. Wiley is working assiduously against the 
embalmed pickle and the alleged unscrupulous ‘‘undertak 
ers.’’ Alum, he is one of the lesser known preserva 
tives, its use being more circumscribed than that or benzoate 
of soda, borax, formaldehyde and other chemicals on which 
manufacturers wax fat, while the consumers grow lean. 

‘*“What benzoate of soda is to the decaying tomato and 
borax to embalmed beef, alum is to the limp and lifeless 
cucumber,’’ says Dr. Wiley. ‘‘The publie does not appre 
ciate the woes and misery concealed beneath the verdant 
jacket of the innocent-looking pickle.’’ 

Dr. Wiley has many supporters in his fight against the 
rejuvenated gherkin, once gaunt, emaciated and weary of 
‘‘life’s fitful fever.’’ 

Among them is Dr. H. A. Hare of Philadelphia, a dis 
tinguished author and lecturer on therapeutics, who 
that alum has its uses, but among them is not the bolstering 
of forlorn cucumbers that they may become succulent 
pickles. 

‘*T have had evidence presented to me,’’ said Dr. Hare, at 
a hearing before the board, ‘‘to show that pickles frequently 
contain quantities of alum sufficient to carry into the body 
in one cucumber as much as from one to five grains of alum, 
and I would consider every such dose to be deleterious, even 
if not repeated.’’ 

When asked by Dr. Wiley what he considered the min 
imum dose that could be administered without injury, Dr. 
Hare said that single doses of less than a grain might not be 
injurious, but added that no one could feed him sueh doses. 
As he was not appearing as an expert against alum, Dr. 
Hare’s testimony made a deep impression. 

Chicago pickle men assert that articles of this kind, 
because they frighten the consumer, are injurious to 
the pickle business. C. J. Sutphen is one of the local 


pickle men who took exception to the alleged words of 


Dr. Wiley.

“| don't think,” said Mr. Sutphen, “ that there is any 
truth in this report, but the article indicates that some- 
body is back of this publicity. Every experienced man 
in the pickle business knows that alum is not used to 
rejuvenate pickles. The article is ridiculous and I am 
surprised that a paper like the Record-Herald should 
publish such stuff. President Roosevelt once said that 
if Dr. Wiley didn’t know any more about benzoate of 
soda than he did about saccharine, that he would not 
give much for his knowledge. I can add that if he 
doesn't know any more about: pickles and to what use 
alum is put by picklers, he is a disgrace to the Agri- 
cultural Department. 

“LT can hardly believe, howeyer, that the article which 
appeared in the Record-Herald emanated from Dr, 
Wiley, and I do not believe that he asserted that with- 
ered and half-spoiled cucumbers are given a generous 
hypodermic of alum and that the soft, soggy and gener- 
ally disreputable pickle of commerce is plumped out, 
rejuvenated and made pleasing tg the eye!”

He was unusually sincere, hearty and whole souled 
and had a genial manner which immediately attracted 
strangers meeting him and ever charmed his friends. 
He was intolerant of all that was false and mean— 
so quick to respond to all noble and kindly impulses 
that he did not wait for the urgency of duty to compel 
him to unselfish deeds. In all civic and business mat- 
ters affecting the growth and welfare of Kansas City, 
he was wise in counsel and generous in spirit. 

P. D. Ridenour was born May 5, 1831, in Union 
county, Indiana. His early life was spent on_ his 
father’s Indiana farm, and his education consisted of 
several months each winter at a small country school. 
In 1849 he was attracted by the discovery of gold in 
California. He started for the Pacific Coast by way of 
the Isthmus of Panama. He soon returned from Cali- 
fornia and for a time managed his father’s estate. In 
the spring of 1857 he went to Lawrence, Kansas. 
where he decided to locate permanently. The next 
vear he returned to Ohio, where he was married at 
Xenia, to Miss Sarah L. Beatty. They returned to 
lawrence and lived there until 1880. 

At Lawrence Mr. Ridneour, together with Harlow 
W. Baker, who had recently come to Kansas from 
Maine, formed a partnership in 1858 under the firm 
name of Ridenour & Baker, and for nearly half a cen- 
tury these two men were engaged in the building of 
the magnificent business that they have left as a monu- 
ment to their splendid business methods, moving to 
Kansas City in 1878. 

In 1904 H. W. Baker died as quietly and peacefully 
as did his surviving partner in 1909.

Prof. Ladd’s Views on Food Standards. 

In a bulletin of the North Dakota Pure Food De- 
partment, issued a few days since, appears the follow- 
ing : 

The food manufacturer; his expert chemist, and attorney, 
all agree that it is bad to put food standards into the statute 
When once woven into the statute they cannot be changed, 
so they say. They would have the food commissioner em- 
powered by the legislature to fix and adopt standards as 
needed, whether such would be constitutional or not. Would 
this promote uniformity under state laws, or would it breed 
endless discussion and lack of such uniformity as is claimed 
to be desired by these interested parties? I would ask the 
question, why not put the standards into the statute and 
then have the legislature empower the food commissioner, 
when he deems it advisable and in the public interest, to 
change or modify such standards so that they shall be in 
harmony with the standards as adopted by the Association 
of State and National Food and Dairy Departments? With 
such official standards for foods, manufacturers and consum- 
ers alike would know what to expect, the same as they do 
at present for drugs. No article of food would, by such 
legislation, be excluded, but manufacturers would be forced 
to put upon the market and sell an article for what it really 
is. Let the food manufacturer think carefully whether this 
course is not more to be commended to the honest manufac- 
turer and consumer than the one which he has been ad- 
vocating. 


Preservatives Permitted in North Dakota. 
The following is reprinted from Volume 1 No. 12 of 
the Special Bulletin of the North Dakota Food De- 


partment: 

The North Dakota food law prohibits the use of all 
classes of chemical preservatives, or other deleterious in- 
gredients. Then, in a proviso of the law, it permits in per- 
ishable goods, put up in bulk, sodium benzoate in a propor- 
tion not to exceed one part in two thousand in such products 
and under such regulations as may be determined upon by 
the experiment station. This clause shall not be applicable 
to any case at any time where products can be commercially 
produced without the use of chemical preservatives. 

The only products in which the use of benzoate of soda 
is permissible at the present time are bulk ciders from 
natural fruits, in bulk apple-butter, and in bulk fresh mince- 
meat. From May to November of each year, benzonate of 
soda is permissible on codfish, providing its presence is 
clearly set forth, as required, and explicit directions are 
given for removing all of the preservative before cooking 
the fish. 

Preserves, Jellies and Jams in Pennsylvania. 

Says Pennsylvania State Food Commissioner James Foust: 
‘*As a rule, manufacturers of food stuffs and dealers in the 
same are anxious to do the square thing by the state and 
the consumer. It is the exceptional vendor or manufacturer 
who intentionally violates law and deceives his customers. 
No human regulation is perfect; still we’re slowly approach- 
ing to the ideal in pure food legislation in Pennsylvania.’’ 

Rule 2 of the new rules and regulations framed in accord- 
ance with the present food act of the Commonwealth, con 
tains the following provisions: 

‘*Fruit Preserves, Jams and Jellies.—All fruit preserves, 
jams and jellies shall be true te name and contain nothing 
but the fruit after which they are called, together with 
sugar; except, that fruit butters may contain spices and 
vinegar. Where glucose is used as a substitute for sugar, 
either in whole or in part, for the purpose of sweetening or 
cheapening an article of food, the substance should be 
marked to show the presence of glucose, such as glucose 
jelly, glucose jam, glucose fruit butter, together with the 
name of the fruit which gives it the flavor, in accordance 
with the provisions of the act relating to branding.’’ 

Regarding this rule, Food Commissioner James Foust of 
Pennsylvania says: 

‘*The regulation prescribing that all fruit preserves, jams 
and jellies shall be true to name and contain nothing but 
the fruit after which they are called, together with sugar; 
except that fruit butters may contain spices and vinegar, is 





a matter of vast import to many thousands of consumers 
in this state. The quantity of such products as those ep. 
braced under this regulation sold among our people is very 
large and continues to grow with great rapidity. The re 
sult of analysis in the past discloses the important fact that 
preserves, jellies and jams have been recklessly adulterated, 
The manufacturers have too often used substitutes intended 
to chapen the product, and they have not hesitated to em. 
ploy adulterants, the effect of which upon the human stom 
ach has been decidedly doubtful. 

‘*Preserves, jams and jellies containing nothing but the 
natural fruit and sugar and properly put up seldom do any 
harm. They are healthful for the reason that nothing of a 
foreign nature has been incorporated with them. Pure fruit 
and pure sugar, used at proper times and in reasonable mod- 
eration harm no one. The provision requiring the presence 
of glucose to be indicated on the label when it is used as a 
substitute for sugar is an excellent one. Some persons may 
have no prejudice against glucose. Others may prefer sugar, 
The latter are entitled to know whether or not the article 
they are thinking of buying contains glucose or sugar. The 
presence of the proper markings on the labels will be a 
fingerboard of correct information, and will prevent decep- 
tion. The purpose of the pure food laws of this state is to 
fully inform the consumer so that if he should be deceived 
he will have nobody to blame but himself.’’

Misbranding of Baked Beans and Tomato Sauce. 
(Underweight.) 

In accordance with the provisions of section 4 of the 
food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, and of regula- 
tion 6 of the rules and regulations for the enforce- 
ment of the act, notice is given that on the 13th day of 
March, 1909, in the district court of the United States 
for the district of Indiana, in a proceeding of libel 
under section 10 of the aforesaid act for seizure and 
condemnation of a misbranded article of food, that is 
to say, 42 cases of canned baked beans and tomato 
sauce labeled and branded as containing “4 dozen | 
pound” cans each, whereas, in fact, the average gross 
weight of each can was 14 ounces, the E. G. Dailey 
Company, a corporation of Detroit, Mich., consignor 
and claimant, having appeared and filed its answer ad- 
mitting the allegations of the libel and the cause havy- 
ing come on for a hearing, the court rendered its decree 
of forfeiture and condemnation in substance and in 
form as follows:

The goods were therefore misbranded within the 
meaning of section 8 of the act, and on October 29, 
igo8, the facts were reported to the United States 
attorney for the district of Indiana and libel for seizure 
and condemnation was duly filed, with the result here- 
inbefore stated.

Misbranding of Evaporated Apples. 
(As to Quality.) 

In accordance with the provisions of section 4 of the 
Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, and of regula- 
tion 6 of the rules and regulations for the enforcement 
of the act, notice is given of the judgment of the court 
in the case of the United States v. The Bruns Brothers 
Grocery Cempany, of Cincinnati, Ohio, a prosecution 
under sections 2 and 9 of the aforesaid act for the ship- 
ment by R. B. Henley & Co., of Cincinnati,-Ohio, from 
said city and state to Illinois of misbranded dried ap- 
ples which had been sold to said Henley & Co. by said 
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The Bruns Brothers Grocery Company under the guar- 
anty provided for by section g of said act, lately pend- 
ing in the district court of the United States for the 
southern district of Ohio, wherein, on January 16, 
igog, the said The Bruns Brothers Grocery Company 
entered_a plea of guilty and was sentenced by the court 
to pay a fine of one dollar, and the costs of the prosecu- 
tion amounting to $14.20. 

The dried apples were contained in packages labeled 
“Empire Brand Choice Funsten Evaporated Apples. 
One Pound. Made fram best selected apples. Are 
healthful, delicious, and most desirable for family use. 
Choice Evaporated Apples. Made from best selected 
apples,” and were misbranded within the meaning of 
section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act in that these 
statements were largely false, misleading, and decep- 
tive because the dried apples were not prepared from 
choice or best selected apples, but from ordinary dry- 
ing stock, containing a large amount of inferior, worm- 
eaten, and insufficiently trimmed pieces. 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On January 30, 1g08, an inspector of the Department 
of Agriculture purchased from George R. Liston, Ol- 
ney, Ill., samples of an article of food contained in 
packages labeled “Empire Brand Choice Funsten Evap- 
orated Apples. One Pound. Made from best selected 
apples. Are healthful, delicious, and most desirable 
for family use. Choice Evaporated Applies. Made 
from kest selected apples.” These samples were part 
of a lot of dried apples shipped by R. B. Henley & Co. 
from Cincinnati, Ohio, to said Liston. The goods so 
shipped had been purchased by said Henley & Co. from 
The Bruns Brothers Grocery Company in Cincinnati. 
Ohio, and the invoice covering the said sale by the said 
The Bruns Brothers Grocery Company contained the 
following guaranty: “Articles on this itivoice guaran- 
teed under the Pure Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 
1906.” The samples were duly submitted to examina- 
tion in the Bureau of Chemistry of the United States 
Department of Agriculture and it was found that they 
were prepared from ordinary drying stock, contained 
a large quantity of worm-eaten pieces, and were not 
sufficiently trimmed. It was thus apparent that they 
were misbranded within the meaning of section 8 of 
the Food and Drugs Act, and in compliance with sec- 
tion 4 of the act, the Secretary of Agriculture accorded 
hearings to said Liston and the said Henley & Co. At 
the hearing, Henley & Co. established the aforesaid 
guaranty from The Bruns Brothers Grocery Company. 
No evidence was adduced to show any fault or error 
in the examination by the Department, and, on Novem- 
ber 20, 1908, the Secretary of Agriculture reported 





the facts to the Attorney-General, who referred them 
to the United States attorney for the southern dis- 
trict of Ohio. Information was duly filed by the said 
United States attorney, with the result hereinbefore 
stated.

(Underweight.) 

In accordance with the provisions of section 4 of the 
ood and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, and of regula- 
tion 6 of the rules and regulations for the enforcement 
of the act, notice is given of the judgment of the court 
in the case of the United States v. 57 cases of evap- 
orated apples, a proceeding of libel for seizure and 
condemnation of the said goods, under sectiom 10 of 
the aforesaid act, lately pending in the district court 
of the United States for the eastern district of Texas. 
The apples had been shipped by the Silbernagel Com- 
pany (Limited), a corporation, of Shreveport, La., 
from that point to L. Kahn at Marshall, Tex., and were 
misbranded in this, that the cases were labeled and 
branded “Choice Evaporated Apples, 48 1-pound Car- 
tons, Michael Doyle & Co., Rochester, New York, 
Favorite Brand,” -whereas, in fact, the net weight of 
the contents of each carton was less than 1 pound. L. 
Kahn, the claimant of the goods, having filed his an- 
swer adinitting the allegations oi the libel, and the case 
having been submitted to the court upon an agreed 
statement of facts, and coming on for final hearing on 
February 15, 1909, the court rendered its decree of 
forfeiture and condemnation in substance and in form 
as follows:

Second, that the said cases containing evaporated apples 
were misbranded, in this: That the said cases were labeled 


48 1-Ib. Cartons, Michael Doyle & Co., Rochester, New 
York. Favorite Brand,’’ whereas, in truth and in faet, each 
of said cartons contained less than one pound of evaporated 
apples, net weight, and did not contain one pound of evapo- 
rated apples as stated on said package and on said cartons. 

Third, that said brands and labels so placed on the cases 
and cartons were caleulated to, and do, mislead the pur- 
chasers and customers of said apples as to the amount of 
evaporated apples contained in said cases and cartons. 

Fourth, that said evaporated apples were subject to seiz- 
ure as being misbranded, under the provisions of the act of 
congress approved June 30, 1906, entitled ‘‘An act for the 
prevention of the manufacture and sale or transportation of 
adulterated or misbranded or poisonous or deleterious foods, 
ete..?° and more particularly under the provisions of section 
ten of said act. And that the said United States marshal 
did on January 23, 1909, seize said evaporated apples under 
the provisions of said act, and the same are now in his 
possession. . ‘ 

Wherefore it is ordered, adjudged, and decreed by the 
court that the said fifty-seven cases of evaporated apples are 
decreed to be misbranded, in violation of the act approved 
June 30, 1906, as charged in said libel, and it is further or- 
dered that said fifty-seven cases of evaporated apples, with 
the contents as aforesaid, be, and they are hereby, con- 
demned and forfeited, as provided for in said act of June 
30, 1906. It is provided, however, that upon the payment 
of all costs of this proceeding, and the execution and deliv- 
ery by the said L. Kahn to the libelant of a good and suffi- 
cient bond in the penal sum of one thousand dollars, condi- 
tioned that the said fifty-seven cases of evaporated apples, 
with the contents as aforesaid, shall not be sold or otherwise 
disposed of contrary to the provisions of said act of June 
30, 1906, or to the laws of any state, territory, district, or 
insular possession. 

That said United States marshal shall redeliver the said 
fifty-seven cases of evaporated apples to the said L. Kahn in 
lieu of the retention and destruction thereof, the said bond

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On or about January 19, Igo9, an inspector of the 
Department of Agriculture located in the possession of 
LL. Kahn, Marshall, Tex., 65 cases of evaporated apples, 
labeled, “Choice Evaporated Apples, 48 1-pound Car- 
tons, Michael Doyle & Co., Rochester, New York, 
Favorite Brand.” The goods had been shipped to L. 
Kahn by the Silbernagel Company (Limited), Shreve- 
port, La., on December 10, 1908. A _ representative 
number of cartons was weighed by the inspector and 
the average net weight of each package was found to 
be 13 5-6 ounces, and in no instance was the gross 
weight of the packages found to equal one pound. As 
the statement was made in the libel on each case that 
the individual packages contained therein weighed 1 
pound each, the goods were misbranded in violation 
of section 8 of the act, and on January 20, 1909, the 
facts were reported by the Secretary of Agriculture to 
the United States attorney for the eastern district of 
Texas, who filed a libel for seizure and condemnation 
vf the goods, with the result hereinbefore stated.

(Underweight.) 


In accordance with the provisions of section 4 of 
the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, and of regu- 
lation 6 of the rules and regulations for the enforce- 
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ment of the act, notice is given of the judgment of the 
court in the case of the United States v. 309 cases of 
canned peas, a proceeding of libel under section 10 of 
the aforesaid act, lately pending in the district court 
of the United States for the southern district of IIli- 
nois, for the seizure and condemnation of said goods. 
The peas were misbranded in this, each case was 
branded as containing “2 dozen 2 pound” cans of peas, 
whereas, in fact, the average gross weight of each can 
was I pound, 9 ounces. The goods had been packed 
by the Reynolds Preserving Company, Sturgeon Bay, 
Wis., and shipped by said company on August 31, 1908, 
to J. F. Humphreys & Co., Bloomington, Ill. J. F. 
Humphreys & Co. having appeared and filed its an- 
swer, admitting all the material allegations of the libel, 
and the cause having come on for a hearing on March 
6, 1909, the court adjudged the goods misbranded and 
rendered its decree in substance and in form as 
follows:

gress of June 30, 1906, and that the same have been trans- 
ported in interstate commerce from the state of Wisconsin 
to the city of Bloomington, in the state of Illinois, and that 
the same remain unsold in the original and unbroken pack- 
age, and the court further finds that said articles of food are 
misbranded and in violation of said act of congress, in that 
said cases and each of them contain less in weight than the 
amount is shown by the brands thereon. 

The court further finds that the said article of food con- 
tained in the said three hundred forty-two cases is not adul- 
terated, poisonous, or deleterious, but that the violation of 
said act of congress is in the misbranding of said cases as 
to the quantity contained in each case, and that the same 
were consigned only to the wholesale dealer and not sold 
to the public for consumption. 

Wherefore, it is ordered, adjudged, and decreed by the 
court that the said three hundred forty-two cases of peas 
with the contents as aforesaid be, and hereby are, declared 





to be misbranded in violation of the act of June 30, 1906 
as charged in said libel. con 
And it is further ordered that the said three hundred 


forty-two cases of peas and the contents thereof be, ang 
hereby are, condemned and forfeited as provided by the said 
act of June 30, 1906. 

It is provided, however, that upon the payment of all the 
costs of the proceeding herein, including all court, clerk’s 
and marshal’s costs, and all other costs incident to or con- 
tracted in this proceeding, and the execution and delivery of 
the said J. F. Humphreys & Co. to the libelant of a good 
and sufficient bond in a penalty of one thousand ($1,000) 
dollars, conditioned that the said three hundred forty-two 
cases of peas with the contents aforesaid shall not be sold 
or otherwise disposed of contrary to the provisions of the 
said act of June 30, 1906, that said marshal shall redeliver 
the said three hundred forty-two cases of peas with their 
contents to the said J. F. Humphreys & Co., in lieu of the 
retention and destruction thereof, and that the libelant have 
and receive from the J. F. Humphreys & Co., its costs here- 
in, for which execution shall issue if the costs are not paid 
as hereinbefore provided. ; 

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On or about January 29, 1909, an inspector of the 
Department of Agriculture located in the possession of 
J. F. Humphreys & Co., Bloomington, IIl., 150 cases 
(each containing 24 cans) of peas labeled “2 dozen 2 
pound Sweet Wisconsin Brand Marrowfat Peas, The 
Reynolds Preserving Company, Sturgeon Bay, Wis- 
consin,” and 150 cases (each containing 24 cans) of 
peas labeled “2 dozen 2 pound Sweet Wisconsin Brand 
Telephone Peas, The Reynolds Preserving Company, 
Sturgeon Bay, Wisconsin.” <A representative number 
of the cans was weighed by the inspector, and the aver- 
age gross weight of each can was found to be 25 
ounces. 

The facts were reported by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to the United States attorney for the southern 
district of Illinois, and a libel for seizure and condem- 
nation was duly filed, with the result hereinbefore 
stated.

Consul Edwin N. Gunsaulus, of Johannesburg, 
writes as follows in regard to the condensed milk trade 
in South Africa: 

“There is a very large trade in condensed milk in 
South Africa, the imports of which for the year 1908 
for the several colonies of British South Africa 
amounted to $1,208,500. The Transvaal Colony alone 
imported last year condensed milk to the value of $634,- 
ooo, of which product the United States sold $91,168. 
On the other hand, there was imported from the United 
Kingdom condensed milk to the value of $295,954: 
from Germany, $91,815: Norway, $87,839; and Hol- 
land, $43,399. Other countries exporting this product 
in smaller quantities to the Transvaal were Canada, 
Austria, and Switzerland.

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STATES ARE URGED TO ADOPT PURE FOOD LAWS 
SAME AS NATIONAL. 

Lack of uniformity of state pure food laws is again 
causing considerable comment, and opinions as to what 
a new law should be are widely divergent, manufactur- 
ers and a number of State Pure Food Commissioners 
holding very different ideas. The following is a com- 
munication from a merchant who, it is stated, has made 
a careful study of the subject: 

“So much is heard nowadays of pure food laws that 
many people think it is a recent movement. The con- 
trary is true. Without going into the history of the 
laws against adulteration, except to say that the com- 
mon law, inherited by us from old England, is, as 
usual, entirely effective, yet it is interesting to note 
that the departures from the common law by the vari- 
ous states enacting so-called pure food laws, caused 
such confusion and hardship that twelve years ago the 
State Food Commissioners met at Detroit and formed 
‘The National Association of State Dairy and Food 
Departments’ for the primary purpose of bringing 
about uniformity of legislation among the states. Each 
commissioner in turn complained that he was powerless 
in his own domain against the dumping of impure 
foods from the other states, for such foods were a part 
of interstate commerce and therefore beyond the reach 
of the states, but entirely within the control of the 
Federal Government. This was in August, 1897. 

“The campaign which this association inaugurated 
for the purpose of securing a national pure food law is 
so fresh in the public mind as to create the impression 
that the entire movement is of recent origin. The com- 
missioners rightfully used their official reports to their 
governors and state legislatures in arousing the public 
sentiment which finally resulted in the national pure 
food law of June 30, 1906, a law copied largely from 
the best features of the state laws, already tried in the 
crucible of experience. Nowhere has the results of 
diverse state laws and the need of a correcting con- 
trolling Federal law found such convincing expression 
as among the state food commissioners during the cam- 
paign of 1897 to 1906. All might be quoted, but here 
are a few official utterances representative of all.” 

Grosvenor, of Michigan—‘‘I believe that if we had a 
national food law, and if every commissioner would take 
that law to his legislature and say, ‘Now, gentlemen, please 
enact this as a state statute; don’t pare it; don’t make it a 
little better; make it exactly as it is,’ and I believe every 
state food commissioner would be glad to do that, and no 
opposition could possibly come from any source, we would 
have a national law then in force as a federal statute, and 
in force as a police measure in the different states, and any 
ruling which came from the authorities at Washington would 
naturally be followed by the state food commissioners, and 


the result that this association has so long sought, and that 
the manufacturers have so long needed, would be in sight.’? 

Jones, of Illinois—‘‘There must not only be state laws 
enacted, but a national Jaw should first be enacted and en- 
forced that will govern the whole question of adulteration, 
false Jabels and misleading advertisements, ete. And after 
such national law is enacted, then every state should sub- 
stantially adopt the national law, by enacting and enforcing 
the same in the respective states.’’ 

Bruner, of North Carolina—‘‘The only safe thing for the 
people of the state, as I see it, is to move for a strong, com- 
prehensive, compelling national law, which knows no state 
lines in its provisions and enforcements, supplemented by 
vigorous sustaining state laws which shall be enforced as 
rigidly and as promptly as those against any other crime 
upon the calendar.’’ 

Allen, of Kentucky—‘‘ We need this (national) law to har- 
monize the discordant provisions of our state laws, and like 
a cap sheaf perfect American food legislation.’’ 

Bailey, of Oregon—‘‘The laws of the various state, while 
assuming to accomplish the same object, have a diversity of 
statement and character which in the end causes a serious 
embarrassment to the legitimate food manufacturing inter- 
ests of the country.’’ 

Woodward, of Pennsylvania—‘‘The erying need of the 
hour is uniformity of legislation on the part of the several 
states, supplemented by an adequate national law in control 
of interstate commerce in adulterated foods.’’ 

‘¢And finally the association through its officers, person- 
ally urged President Roosevelt in February, 1905, in the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘‘The various laws which have been enacted by the dif- 
ferent states—and almost every state has food laws—need 
the unifying principle of a national law to render them prop- 
erly effective. It is evident that the state laws will be 
made to agree with the national law in definitions and gen- 
eral principles, differing only therefrom in methods of ex- 
ecution. The enactment of a national law, therefore, will 
be beneficial to state officials, and especially to manufactur- 
ers, who will find uniform legislation in the different states 
instead of different requirements in each state as at present 
obtains. ’’ 

“The National Pure Food Law, framed by, prayed 
for, fought for, and hailed as the cap-sheaf of Ameri- 
can food legislation by the State Food Commissioners, 
is now just three years old, and is recognized as the 
most far-reaching statutory contribution to the public 
weal of recent years. True to their word, the com- 
missioners, except in a few instances, set to work to re- 
peal their old inadequate, diverse state laws, and sub- 
stituted new food laws framed in the language of the 
National Act, but adapted in their administrative fea- 
tures to state purposes. This work went on enthusias- 
tically during the legislatures of 1907 and 1908 until 
practically all the states, either through new state laws 
or administrative rulings under the old laws, were on 
the basis of National State uniformity, and ‘the grand 
result,’ as Noble of Connecticut put it, was finally 
accomplished, with one law for the entire country. 

“In August, 1908, the unbroken front of this great

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movement wavered. The national law was denounced 
in the House of its friends by its authors, and more- 
over this same National Association of Food Com- 
missioners adopted ill-considered resolutions and ap- 
pointed a committee to draft a new ‘Model Uniform 
Pure Food Law’ for enactment in the various states! 
This occurred at the Mackinac meeting of the associa- 
tion, and although the committee’s report has long 
been public, and the new model law differing widely 
from the national law has been introduced in several 
states during the past winter, vet it is announced that 
a new campaign will be started in its behalf at Denver 
this month at the 1g09 meeting of the association. 

“Such a campaign will not succeed and ought not to 
succeed. If persisted in, it will lead either to the with- 
drawal of public confidence and support from the com- 
missioners or the discredit of the entire pure food 
movement, and a return to old conditions of diverse 
laws in the states. The present satisfactory basis of 
Federal and state control of the production and market- 
ing of food products provides glory enough for all 
concerned, and the sooner the National Association 
returns to its interrupted task of maintaining uniform- 
ity in the states under “the unifying principle of a 
national law, now, thanks to it, an accomplished fact, 
and leaves strange gods alone, the better it will be.” 
CAUSE OF THE APPARENT LOW CONTENT OF FAT 

IN CONDENSED MILK. 

Since the passage of the pure food law and the es- 
tablishment of legal standards for milk and milk prod- 
ucts, says “Pure Products,” a number of well-known 
brands of condensed milk have been stigmatized as 
made from partially skimmed milk, although many 
manufacturers protest that they never skimmed any 
milk or even owned a separator. Nevertheless, their 
condensed milk, which on the assumption that it was 
made from whole milk should contain 8.32 per cent of 
fat, when analyzed by official methods was found to 
contain on the average only 6.63 per cent, a shortage 
of 1.69 per cent. On their face these facts seemed to 
convict the manufacturers of fraud. To escape prose- 
cution and protect the reputation of their goods the 
manufacturers appealed to the Purdue University 
Agricultural Experiment Station for assistance in dis- 
covering the cause of the disappearance of the fat 
which they knew should be in the product. After a 
thorough investigation it was found that the apparent 
shortage was due to defects in the official methods of 
analysis. During the process of evaporation the casein 
is transformed into a coagulum which entangles more 


or less of the fat and prevents it from being liberated 
when sulphuric acid is added in the Babcock test. By 
introducing a slight modification into this test the 
casein is caused to dissolve completely and to free the 
fat perfectly. Directions for making the modified Bab- 
cock test are as follows: Carefully weigh 4.5 grams of 
well mixed evaporated milk into the 1o per cent test 
bottle, add one pipetteful of water. Add 17.5 c.c. of 
sulphuric acid and shake until the curd in the test bot- 
tle is-completely dissolved. Whirl at the usual speed 
(goo to 1,000 revolutions per minute) for 5 minutes, 
Mix equal portions of water and sulphuric acid in a 
glass beaker. For one or two tests one pipettetul of 
water and one acid measure full of acid are sufficient, 
Fill test bottle to the zero mark with this fat dilute 
acid. Whirl for two minutes in tester, fill bottles to 
about the 8 per cent mark with hot water, whirl for 
one minute, and read the test at 140 degrees I*°. This 
method will show the true percentage of fat in con- 
densed milk. 

The facts which made this investigation necessary, 
and its result, again show that supposed violations of 
food laws are often due to imperfections in methods 
whereby violations are supposed to be detected. 


CONSUL SAYS BURMA IS GOOD MARKET FOR CON- 
DENSED MILE. 


United States Consul E. A. Wakefield at Rangoon 
furnishes the following information concerning the op- 
portunities in Burma for the sale of condensed milk: 

“There is a good market in Burma for the sale of 
condensed milk, the imports during the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1908, amounting to 4,358,583 pounds, 
valued at $377,960. Of this total, $250,000 was from 
Great Britain, $73,000 from France, and the balance 
United 








from Germany, Holland, Austria-Hungary, 
States, and Belgium, in the order of values. Imports 
from United States amounted to only $950. The 


leader here is an English product, highly sweetened, 
retailing at 6 annas (12 cents) per tin. Other brands 
sell at the same figure, and some slightly higher. 

“Fresh milk and cream are difficult to obtain, which 
accounts for the large amount of condensed milk used. 
The natives prefer the milk sweetened, and the price 
for the great bulk of the population must be moderate. 
Higher-priced brands find a fairly ready market among 
the well-to-do natives and Europeans. There should 
be a much larger market here for the American prod- 
uct.

The Natchez Canning and Manufacturing Company, Natchez, 
Miss., besides tomatoes and okra, will pack a considerable quan- 
tity of figs this season. 

A eanning factory may be established next season at Port 
Arthur, Tex. The Board of Trade of Port Arthur has a cannery 
proposition under advisement. 

J. S. MeGavren has established an apple canning plant near 
Mondamin, Iowa. Mr. MecGavren is one of the largest apple 
orchardists in that section of the country. 


A recent press report from Lincoln, Neb., said: ‘‘ Employes 
of the Simms Pickle and Preserving Company today filed a 
bankruptcy petition in the federal court. It is stated on the 
petition that the preserving company has admitted its inability 
to pay its debts. 

The following item is reprinted from the ‘‘Echo,’’ pub- 
lished at Keyser, W. Va.: ‘‘Several times heretofore we 
have mentioned the possibilities of a canning factory for 
Keyser, and spoke of its value to this section. And now it 
is so close that we can almost assure our readers that a 
cannery will be started yet this year. The reason that we 
ean say for a certainty is that Mr. C. W. Siever stated that 
he purchased the old Keyser Woolen Mill site for that pur- 
pose, and when that gentleman plans a thing out its pretty 
well on the way.’’ 

A dispateh from Jonesboro, Ark., under date of August 4, 
said: ‘‘L. N. Snyder, president of the New York Canning 


and Pickling Company, has purchased 2,300 acres of farm land 
in Craighead county, and will establish a $150,000 canning 
and pickling plant. He will locate a colony of German farm- 
ers on the land. A four-room cottage will be built on every 
ten-acre tract of ground, a family in each cottage. The com- 
pany proposes to sell the homes and ground to the colonists on 
payments expiring in ten years. They are to supply fruits, 
vegetables, etc., for the factory.’’

A Seattle report says that the Washington apple crop will be 
fully 25 per cent. short this season, the shortage being par- 
ticularly noticeable in the winter varieties. 

Telegrams from the coast received on Saturday reported a 
stronger and higher market for dried peaches, with no offerings 
apparently on less than a 514e f. 0. b. basis for choice Muirs or 
Crawforas in 25-pound boxes. 

Estimates of the pear crop from the Yakima valley this 
season furnished the Northern Pacific Railroad Company in 
order that they may have cars there for the fruit shipments 
have it that from 75 to 100 carloads will be the yield. This 
crop will equal the one picked last season. 

Around Middleport, N. Y., there was a good bloom of all 
varieties of apples excepting Baldwins. The weather has 
been favorable, but aphids have done a good deal of dam- 
age and it is estimated that a good many of the orchards 
about Middleport will yield about 25 per cent less than 
last year. 

The Sebastopol (Cal.) apple shipping season has opened. 
Examination of the orchards in that vicinity, according to the 
report, shows that the warm weather of the latter part of June 
injured the apples to a considerable extent and therefore the 
amount of dried output will be increased and fresh shipments 
diminished. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association’s raisin seeding 
machinery for its Fresno plant, which was recently. destroyed 
by fire, is being put into shape and the plant will be ready for 
raisin packing this season. All other dried fruits will be han- 
dled by the association at its plants elsewhere. 

It is reported from Grass valley that the Bartlett pear 
orchards in Nevada county, California, will be wiped out within 
five years by the pear blight, which he declares is obtaining a 
foothold in the orchards, is the prediction made by State Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner Jeffrey in an address to the county 
promotion committee.

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Brokers’ Market Opinions 


Selections from the Weekly Canned Goods Circulars Issued 
by Prominent Commission Firms 

















J. M. Paver & Co., Chicago. 

Peas—A good demand has prevailed, chiefly for 
fancy qualities and cheap grades, with little interest 
manifested in the medium priced grades. The pea 
packing season is fast drawing to a close and it can 
be stated on a most conservative basis that the three 
principal pea packing states will record packs as fol- 
lows: New York State, 65 per cent of a normal pack; 
Michigan, 65 per cent of a normal pack; Wisconsin, 
85 per cent of a normal pack. 

Wisconsin would not have as good a record as the 
above if it were not for the increased number of new 
factories in the state. Some sections of Wisconsin are 
suffering severely for the want of rain, seven weeks 
having elapsed without rainfall. The much dreaded 
pea-louse, owing to the continued dry weather, has 
shown up in certain sections and many acres have suf- 
jered therefrom. The early peas or Alaskas are much 
poorer in quality than that usually packed in Wiscon- 
sin, and much comment on this has been noted by the 
jobbing trade. The later crop or sweets will be up to 
the usual high merit. 

Indiana’s pack of peas has been well sold up, only 
limited quantities remaining in packers’ hands. We 
look with confidence upon the future of the pea market 
and feel that a higher level of values will ultimately 
rule. 

Tomatoes.—A good demand has existed for No. 3 
standards, both spot and future. Stocks in Central 
Western packers’ hands, 1908 packing, are extremely 
well cleaned up. Packers are complaining that while 
the tomato vines never looked better, the fruit has not 
set and that conditions at this time do not point to a 
large crop. 


Thomas J. Meehan & Co., Baltimore, Md. 

Continued unfavorable reports about the crops are 
coming in from the tomato and corn sections in Mary- 
land and the adjoining states. The growers say that 
the recent rains have not been sufficient to entirely 
overcome the effects of the long drought on the crop 
of tomatoes, and that it came too late to be much, if 
any, benefit to the corn crop. Whatever the cause, the 
receipts of fresh tomatoes for canning purposes did 
not increase this week as much as was expected, and 
the price per bushel has steadily advanced from .35 
last week to .45, which causes a firmer market for the 
canned article. A continuation next week of the light 
receipts and higher cost of the raw material would 
make the market stronger all along the line without 
doubt. The demand during the past three weeks has 
come from nearly all sections of the country, indicat- 
ing that the jobbers, as a rule, are carrying small 


stocks of tomatoes and that the fall business will be: 
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active enough to take care of the pack if the prices are 
not advanced. An active tomato market means a 
greater demand for nearly all of the other articles 
packed in this market, and, therefore, our packers pre- 
fer to see a reasonable range of quotations rather than 
an advance which might curtail the demand, at least, 
until the season for packing them has advanced far 
enough to show what the size of the pack is going to 
be. Purchases of tomatoes at today’s quotations look 
safe for the jobbers. Corn cannot recover lost ground 
when the season is so far advanced, and, therefore, 
the outlook for that article is not at all satisfactory 
to the canners in this section, and they are slow to 
take on much new business at today’s quotations. 
String beans, kraut, spinach and sweet potatoes have 
all been fairly active during the week, but peas have 
been rather dull.

Early and Late Packed Tomatoes.—Early tomatoes 
have been packed for the last ten days. The yield this 
year is reported as not over 20 per cent of previous 
years. Transactions have been recorded for new 
packed 3s at 70, 67%, 65 and 62% cents. Packers 
have shown a willingness to grade product according 
to buyer’s ideas. As a result, the various prices and 
a proportionate rate for No. 2 size, packers can very 
conveniently arrange to put a few less ounces of toma- 
toes in the can and shade the price in accordance with 
buyer’s ideas accordingly. For every shading of a few 
ounces in tomatoes a deduction of 2% cents per dozen 
can be named; the packer quite naturally feels that if 
his competitors will accommodate the buyers in this 
respect, he surely is entitled to gratify their requests 
so long as his competitors continue to do likewise. 
Consequently it is up to the buyer to decide just how 
hard he will push for a price as to what quality he will 
obtain and distribute. In the meantime the consumer 
determines the product. If every can does not tickle 
the palate the trading in tomatoes is proportionately 
limited. In all probability these tactics will continue 
throughout the tomato packing season of I909. As a 
result the bread and butter of the packer, broker and 
jobber will be graded according to the conditions which 
govern the preparing of this commodity for the con- 
sumer, and if dull business and little profit is the result, 
shrewd buying and sharp practice will be answerable as 
far as the verdict is concerned. If everybody does not 
abandon off grades there will be but few who will. 
There is usually a lull between the early tomato packing 
season and the late or regular tomatao packing season, 
which is not due to arrive until about August 20 to 25. 
The later ripening of tomatoes from this date and for 
six to eight weeks thereafter are usually preferable 
not only so far as the raw stock is concerned but as to 
solidity after the can has been processed. Therefore, 
the early standard, although a _ generally admitted 
standard, is a standard because it is the average prod- 
uct of those who try to pack standards during the 
early season.

the local rates, thus disregarding the fixed basing 
points at which the rates are made to “break’’ by the 
carriers. Application will soon be made in the fed- 
eral circuit court for an injunction restraining the 
enforcement of the commission’s latest rule of this 
kind, which orders reductions averaging five cents per 
hundred pounds in the through rates to Des Moines, 
Ia., from all points east of the Illinois-Indiana line. 

Two decisions of the commission embodying the 
same principle are pending for final decision before 
Judges Grosscup, Baker, and Kohlsaat, the rates to 
the Missouri river and to Denver which the commis- 
sion prescribed being temporarily enjoined. The 
reduced Des Moines rates are to take effect on Sep- 
tember 1. While a definite decision to apply for an 
injunction has not been announced by the roads, owing 
to the absence of several of their legal representatives 
from the city, it is learned that this is a foregone con- 
clusion. 

Western traffic officials have repeatedly asserted 
their determination to fight the principle of reduced 
through rates to the court of last resort, declaring 
that this would disturb a rate making principle that 
has been in effect since the western roads were built 
and which is declared responsible for the upbuilding 
of interior commercial centers. As no decision in the 
Missouri river and Kindel cases will be forthcoming 
until after September 1, the only way the roads can 
prevent the reduction of their revenues is by an in- 
junction, unless the commission agrees to suspend its 
order. 


DOMESTIC SARDINE OFFER. 

A Paducah (Ky.) concern, says an exchange, is 
making a combination offer of domestic sardines at 
$1.96 a case. The buyer to take advantage of this 
offer must take 500 cases quarter oils in keyless drawn 
cans and 300 cases three-quarter mustards. The 
goods are guaranteed to be of 1909 packing, the usual 
allowance for swells being made. Only a few cars, 
however, are available on these terms and the sellers 
emphasize the fact that the buyer must take the 300 
cases of three-quarter mustards to get the 500 cases 
quarter oils at the price. It is understood that the 
goods so offered are packed at Lubec, Me. These 
prices are said to be below cost of production. 


THE FUTURE OF THE PEACH. 


If the peach crop this year in the south brings the 
growers a good profit it will have a tendency to revive 


this industry to a limited extent. With the removing 
of thousands of trees from the orchards by discour- 
aged growers in the last few years, and the dying out 
of trees in old neglected orchards, reduces the acre- 
age to a number that is reasonable, and where the 
growers can, in the future, expect good prices for 
their crops. They will take courage, provide them- 
selyes with spray pumps, and give their orchards close 
attention. As a result a better grade of fruit will be 


marketed and peach growing will have finally beep 
settled at the proper basis. It is hardly probable this 
year that there will be a great deal of peaches canned, 
since the crop is not nearly so large as it was first 
reported. Growers, then, who have kept over their 
canned goods from last season can expect a good price 
for their product. In overdoing the peach business 
in the past, the growers have not acted’ more foolishly 
than the wheat or cotton farmer. Just as certain as 
high prices are received for wheat, cotton, peaches or 
any crop, so certain is there a slump to follow, caused 
by over-production. It is human nature to become 
over-enthused, and it takes nature to check us. 

The wise grower who can see far enough ahead can 
count the years on the fingers of both hands when the 
present commercial peach orchard will have played 
out. In our opinion, it would pay some growers, not 
all, to plant out a few acres to peaches. By the time 
these come into bearing a great many orchards that 
are now fruiting will be too old to produce a crop, 
and good prices can be expected if properly managed, 
But it will not pay every one to plant an orchard. 
The result would be a repetition of the history of the 
peach business in the past and a risk of totally de- 
moralizing the business. With a well cared for or- 
chard, and of best varieties, peach growing may be 
put down as a safe and profitable investment.—R. S. 
W., in the Southern Fruit Grower. 


PROGRAMME OUT FOR SECOND INTERNATIONAL 
PURE FOOD CONGRESS. 


Secretary Loudon M. Douglas, 3 Lauder Road, 
Edinburgh, has just announced the programme, in 
English, of the Second International Food Congress, 
to be held in Paris from October 17th to 24th (inclu- 
sive) next, and I shall feel obliged if you will refer 
to same in your columns. There are likely to be rep- 
resentatives present from every civilized country, and 
official delegates have been appointed by many 
governments. 

Secretary Douglas, in a communication in regard to 


the programme of the Congress says: 

The particular object of the congress is to define what 
operations are permissible in the handling of food and which 
follow upon the definitiovs which were accepted at the congress 
held at Geneva last year. 

This programme is incomplete inasmuch as it does not 
contain the definitions and recommend tions which will be put 
forward by the English speaking world (the United States, 
the United Kingdom, the British Colonies, ete.). These, it is 
hoped, will form the subject of a supplementary programme 
which will be issued prior to the congress. In this connection 
I shall be glad to have sent me at the earliest moment such 
definitions or contributions, in the shape of papers, on matters 
cognate to the subjects to be discussed. 

The interest which has been aroused in connection with this 
attempt to control the processes in use in connection with the 
manufacture of food products has been universal, and a very 
strong effort will be made to translate the findings of the 
congress into legislation in the various countries represented. 

The congress will not only deal with ordinary food products, 
but will also discuss the methods of prevention of adulteration 
in chemical products, drugs, essential oils, spices, mineral 
waters, ete. 

The invitation to become delegates is extended to all who are 
in any way connected with the food supply: Pharmaceutical 
associations; medical officers of health; sanitary officers; chem- 
ists, hygienists; provision manufacturers; cocoa, chocolate and 
tea merchants; wine and spirit merchants; distillers; meat 
purveyors; ham and bacon curers; sausage makers; agricul- 
tural colleges; and generally, all who in any way have anything 
to do with the preparation, distribution or control of alimen- 
tary substances. : 

I shall be glad if you will say that I will be pleased to give 
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and information which may be wanted in connection with the 
congress, and will forward copies of the programme on receipt 
of a request to do so.

The present programme is not by any means com- 


plete. It is, in fact, for the most part, an adaptation 
of the French programme, drawn up by the officers 


of the White Cross Society in France, who were en- 
trusted with the arrangements in connection with the 
forthcoming Congress. In so far as the reports, names 
of delegates, suggested definitions, etc., from the 
United Kingdom, the British Empire, and the United 
States of America are concerned, these will appear in 
a supplementary programme to be issued. 





AGAINST PICKLERS WHO USE ALUM. 


Food Commissioner Foust of Pennsylvania 
stated that he intends ordering a large number of 
cases involving the legality of the use of alum in 
baking powder and pickles. They are to be brought 
in Blair, Dauphin and Clearfield counties. The com- 
missioner stated that about seven hundred samples 
had been obtained, not of course all alum samples. 

The commissioner also indicated, regarding the use 
of benzoate of soda, which, as is generally known, is 
permitted by the act of 1909 in percentages not ex- 
ceeding one-tenth of one percent, that some of these 
samples would show more than the legal one-tenth of 
one per cent.

LARGE CONSUMPTION OF CANNED SALMON By 
WELSH MINERS. 

In the following report relative to the consumption 
of canned salmon by the Welsh miners, Consul Lorin 
A. Lathrop, of Cardiff, calls attention to the fact that 
Columbia River and Alaskan salmon are scarcely 
known in that market : : 

“Canned salmon is a staple article of diet among 
the well-paid coal miners, who, with their families. 
number more than 1,000,000 within the limits of the 
district for which Cardiff is the distributing center, 
Over 100,000 cases per annum are sold, and in more 
than half of these the fish is cut crosswise in steaks 
and packed in flat cylindrical cans. These steaks can 
be turned out of the can without breaking, and the 
oil in which they are packed is of a deep reddish tint, 
They are sold under various fancy brands, as follows: 
Half-pound cans, wholesale, $1.03 per dozen, retail- 
ing at I1 cents each; I-pound cans, $2 per dozen, re- 
tailing at 18 cents each. The wholesale prices are net, 
and the importing ports are Bristol and Liverpool; 
Cardiff receives none direct. 

“The Fraser River pack is represented by some 
dozen brands, one of which sells at $1.34 and another 
at $1.52 per dozen cans, retailing at 13 and 15 cents 
each. ‘This salmon is packed in tall cans, is not so 
easy to extract in a lump, and the oil is of a pale-pink 
color. Salmon from the Columbia River and Alaska 
are rarely seen on the market. It is stated by some 
that the fish is inferior. Others say that the method 
of cutting the fish, the shape of the cans. and the 
color of the oil, all have to do with the limited sale. 
There does not exist any prejudice as to place of 
origin, and American salmon cut in steaks, put up in 
flat cylindrical cans, and packed in oil of an attractive 
red, would hold its own, prices being equal.” 


CANNED FRUITS AND JAMS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

The following is from a review of trade conditions 
and openings in the Philippines by Henry D. Woolfe, 
a prominent business man in Manila: 

“Because of the presence of the army and navy, as 
well as other American residents, the demand for 
\merican canned goods has been of large volume. 
While prior to 1898 canned salmon and a few cases 
of California fruits were the entire importations, to- 
day stores carry canned goods of all classes. There 
are, however, many points for consideration by the 
American canner. Packages of fruits and vegetables 
for domestic consumption, similar to the 2%-pound 
cans now in use, are too large. A can of I pound is 
sufficient. The canned peaches, pears, and other fruits 
put up in Spain are all in small tins; their quality, 
flavor, and sirup are much better than those of the 
California products, and suit the taste of the people. 
The Spanish fruits in glass bottles and jars excel any 
like product of American origin. Vegetables canned 
in Switzerland, France, Spain, Germany, and even 
Denmark vie and compete with American products. 
These are canned in I-pound receptacles, and, being 
very superior in quality, find a ready sale. 

“In addition to English, Swiss, and French jams 
and jellies, the United States has to compete with the 
products of Australia, which is seeking and has gained 
a strong foothold in the islands and the Far East. In

TO SEIZE BOGUS CIDER VINEGAR. 

The Federal Food Department at Washington is 
said to be preparing a roundup of bogus cider vinegar. 
The government has already rounded up several man- 
ufacturers. 

It is rumored that three prominent officials of the 
United States Department of Agriculture are making 
a tour of the country, taking samples of pure cider 
vinegar in all of its stages of manufacture. The plan 
was adopted in order to fix standards for use in 
cases against manufacturers of impure vinegar. The 
department, it is said, is engaged in a special study 
of the vinegar question and expects soon to fire a gun 
which will leave some manufacturers in a very un- 
comfortable pe sition. 


BOLIVIA AND THE TIN MARKET. 

Recent telegrams from Bolivia suggesting a possible 
outbreak of war and, at any rate, a period of un- 
settlement for some time, have served to draw public 
attention to the country which is, after the Federated 
Malay States, the chief source of our tin supply. 
Jolivian statistics are always somewhat difficult to 
obtain, and it is only recently that we have received 
the official figures for last year. It will be remem- 
bered that the imports of ore into Great Britain 
showed an increase of some 4,000 tons in 1908, and 
we pointed out that unless the United Kingdom re- 
ceived a greater proportion of the supplies than usual, 
this would represent a total increased export of some 
4,000 tons of metal. This was putting the case at its 
worst for the tin market. On the other hand, as we 
pointed out, the New York Metal Exchange gave the 
increase as not more than 1,700 tons. The official 
figures now to hand show that the production did not 
realize so great an increase even as the smaller es- 
timate, the totals since 1900 being as follows:

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It appears, therefore, that the increase of 1908 over 
1907 was 1,333 tons, and over 1906—the previous 
record—no more than 333 tons. The imports of 
Bolivian ores into this country for the first six months 
of the current year, as per our last week’s figures, 
were 10,109 tons against 10,675 tons, but the reduction 
may possibly be due to direct shipments to the United 
States increasing, as to which we have no statistics, 
With the present prices for the metal the exchange is 
the most important feature in Bolivia. According to 
the exchange rates published in Hacienda e Industria 
of La Paz of April 5—the latest date we possess— 
the rate was Is. 634d., and it had not been below ts, 
64d. this year. Latest mail advices point to this rate 
being maintained. The effect of the recent events in 
La Paz, however, will be watched with much interest. 
Unfortunately, communication by letter is so slow, 
and the political features of the country are so slightly 
known here, that we have practically to await devel- 
opments. As our readers will remember, Dr. Villazon 
was elected president last April, after the sudden 
demise of the president-elect, and he should succeed 
Senor Montes in the presidency on the 15th of next 
month. What people interested in the republic are 
asking themselves is, whether the recent riots have 
any connection with the domestic situation which was 
undoubtedly causing uneasiness in the country some 
six months ago, and which it was hoped Dr. Villazon’s 
influence would compose. Bolivia is rich enough in 
minerals and other resources to tempt her more power- 
ful neighbors, the Argentine, Chile, Peru, and Brazil, 
to further extend their boundaries at her expense, and 
it by no means follows that the south and north are 
sufficiently in harmony to co-operate against such ad- 
vances were the country’s financial resources equal to 
the strain. Quite apart from the degree of internal 
cohesion, moreover, there is always a possibility of 
pressure or attack from without. If it be true, as 
stated, that any portion of the territory which the 
Argentine award has granted to Peru is in the occu- 
pation of Brazil, there is, in view of the antipathy 
between the Argentine and Brazil, material for wider 
complications, while it is at least possible that Chile 
would find ground for objecting to Peruvian ag- 
grandisement unless Bolivia were prepared to foot her 
bill also. The complexity of interests involved is, per- 
haps, the most reassuring feature so long as there is 
no domestic dissidence, but if there are political mal- 
contents in Bolivia who can command any following, 
the opportunity afforded them of making common 
cause with one of the more powerful neighboring 
states cannot be overlooked. The situation, in view 
of the position of the tin market and the importance 
of Bolivia as a source of production, will be an in- 
teresting one for some time, more especially as it does 
not appear from the cables that the détente has gone 
farther than an apology to the governments of Peru 
and Argentina for the attacks on their nationals, while

the withdrawal of the Bolivian and Argentine dip- 
lomatic representatives to their respective countries is 
not reassuring. However, the complexion of affairs is 
likely to vary from day to day, as is always the case 
where relations between powers are in a delicate con- 
dition. Official circles profess confidence that the 
present difficulties will be amicably settled ; and on the 
face of it a peaceful policy would seem advantageous 
to Bolivia in view of her dependence on her neighbors 
for access to the sea. Whatever the upshot, however, 
the situation must exercise some influence on the mar- 
ket for some time to come.—The Mining Journal. 


EXPORTS OF AMERICAN MANUFACTURERS TO 
GERMANY. 
live hundred million dollars’ worth of American 


manufactures were exported to Germany during the 
decade ending with the fiscal year 1909. This state- 
ment 1s the result of a careful analysis just made by 
the bureau of Statistics, of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, of the trade of the United States 
with Germany during the decade ending with 1908; 
and while that analysis does not include figures for 
1909, the available information regarding that vear’s 
trade is sufficient to justify the above statement. 

The term “manufactures” includes the two groups 
under which the Bureau of Statistics classifies all 
products of American factories, “Manufactures ready 
for consumption” and “Manufactures for further use 
in manufacturing.” 

In listing the principal articles of manufacture ex- 
ported from the United States to Germany no refer- 
ence 1s made to canned goods or cured fruits. 

This growth in exportation of manufactures to Ger- 
many, while especially notable by reason of the analy- 
sis just prepared by the Bureau of Statistics, merely 
parallels the general growth in exports of manufactures 
from the United States to Europe as a whole. The 
Bureau of Statistics figures show that the value of 
finished manufactures exported to all Europe in 1895 
was 62!% million dollars, and in 1908 173 millions, an 
increase of nearly 200 per cent in that time. The 
growth in the group of manufactures for further use 
in manufacturing was even greater, the total value of 
articles in this group sent to all Europe in 1895 having 
been in round terms 49 million dollars, and in 1908 
194 millions, having thus practically quadrupled in 
the period under discussion. Combining the two 
groups, manufactures ready for consumption and 
manufactures for further use in manufacturing, the 
total value exported to all Europe in 1895 was 111% 
million dollars, and in 1908 367% millions, an increase 
of a little over 230 per cent. Meantime the exports 
of all articles other than manufactures to Europe 
grew from 509 million dollars in 1895 to 902 millions 
in 1908, making the increase in exports to Europe of 
articles other than manufactures during that period 
77 per cent, while that of manufactures was, as above 
indicated, 230 per cent.

POOR YEAR FOR ASPARAGUS CANNERS. 

With the asparagus crop over the canneries are now 
closed, awaiting peaches and apricots in larger quan- 
tities. From present expectations work will be re- 
sumed about the 20th of the month. The crop of pears 
and peaches from the Capay Valley which is usually 
heavy is not as heavy this year and the main supply 
of fruit for canning purposes will come from around 
San Francisco Bay. Although not a small crop the 
supply this year will not equal that of last year and 
the canneries are expecting somewhat of a falling off 
from the amount put up last year. While the various 
fruit companies are shipping a great deal of it away 
but very little is being canned on account of the high 
prices. The only available fruit for canning purposes 
during this season is peaches, bartlett pears and a few 
apricots. [From the present outlook the pear and peach 
crop will be of a better quality but not in the quantity 
of last year, while the late apricot outlook is some- 
what dubious.—Sacramento (Cal.) Star.
